The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod in a 25- 
square-foot area in front of the 
stage. If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a 

T-switch (telecoil), simply 
switch your aid to the “T” 
position. Then sit within 12 
feet of the blue hearing access 
signs located in the centre of 
each looped area. Your hearing 
aid will act as a receiver; no 
other equipment is required. 


You can pick up a receiver at 
the Journal Information Tent. 
A driver’s licence or a credit 
card is required as a deposit. 


If you have any questions 
about hearing access at the 
festival, contact Mike Keeping 
or an Access crew volunteer, 
through the Journal 
Information Tent. 


Wheelchair access 


Parking is available near the 
main gate for vehicles marked 
with wheelchair tags. Access 
crew volunteers are stationed 
at the main gate, Journal 
Information Tent and 


wheelchair sites. 


To better accommodate people 
who use wheelchairs, the 
festival has expanded the 
listening area west of the main 
stage. Power lines on site are 
also ramped or rerouted to 
reduce or eliminate other 
obstacles, and to allow the free 
movement of wheelchairs. 


In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will assist 
people with disabilities off site 
or to sheltered areas as quickly 
and safely as possible.

Jerry Alfred, the Northern 
Tutchone (too-show-nee) — 
keeper of the song - hails from 
Pelly Crossing, a village about 
300 kilometres northwest of 
Whitehorse. A member of the 
Crow clan, Alfred was named a 
song keeper at birth, just as his 
father before him. It is a 
traditional honor his people - 
the Selkirk First Nation - hold 
in high regard. A song keeper 
collects songs and represents 
his or her clan at potlatches 
and other important 
ceremonial occasions. 


Alfred’s parents bought him his 
first guitar when he was seven, 
but it wasn’t until his teens 
that he took up the instrument 
seriously. As a self-taught 
guitarist, he preferred Bob 
Dylan to traditional music, but 
he eventually began 
combining modern guitar 
techniques with the traditional 
music of his people. When he 
was in his 20s, Alfred put 


music aside to deal with his 
clan’s land claim negotiations 
with the federal government. It 
was only at the insistence of 
his dying father that he 
resumed singing. 


Alfred’s songs are 
complemented by the trio of 
contemporary musicians who 
make up the Medicine Beat. 
With Bob Hamilton on 
electric guitar, Marc Paradis 
on percussion and Andrea 
McColeman on piano and 
accordion, the band combines 
ancient oral traditions of the 
North with the accessible 
contemporary music of the 
young. The introspective and 
joyful songs celebrate life, 
traditions, nature and land. 


Jerry and his band have 
travelled extensively 
throughout Canada, especially 
in the West. Jerry has also 
travelled to northern Russia as 
a musician and storyteller.

Alias Ron Kavana 


Following five years of hats-in- 
the-air critical acclaim, 1994 
saw the Alias band take a low 
profile in Ron Kavana’s work 
schedule. 


“We just needed to give it a 
rest for a while. We had been 
gigging non-stop for six or 
seven years, playing up to 
three hours of high-energy 
music a night and were in 
serious danger of total 
burnout,” says Ron. “I also 
wanted to take time to work on 
other projects which were 
equally important to me.” 


One project was the 
compilation of nine double- 
album-length CDs tracing the 
history of recorded traditional 
Irish music. Another was Ron’s 
contribution to various charity 
albums. A third was a string of 
festival appearances, including 
one in Edmonton last year 
when Ron played solo and 
with The Bucks, and worked as 
sideman with Amos Garrett, 
Taj Mahal and Barrence 
Whitfield.

This year marks Ron’s third 
appearance at the Edmonton 
festival. Other musicians 
appearing with Ron are 
Miriam Kavana on fiddle, Les 
Morgan on drums, Andy 
Martin on accordion and Rod 
Demick on bass. 


Arcady 


Master bodhran player Johnny 
“Ringo” McDonagh is a great 
example of how percussionists 
have maintained the upper 
hand in absorbing foreign 
instruments and techniques. As 
a member of De Dannan, one 
of the most celebrated bands of 
the late ’60s Celtic revival, 
McDonagh expanded the scope 
of the traditional drum of the 
Celts — the bodhran (bow-ran). 


McDonagh’s among the most 
respected bodhran players in 
Ireland, yet he continues to 
experiment. With Arcady, his 
bodhran often resounds with 
African and Middle Eastern 
rhythms. 


Arcady reflects the freshness of 
McDonagh’s days with De 
Dannan. This ensemble of 
younger musicians and 
seasoned veterans combines 
enthusiasm, virtuosity and a 
firm foundation in traditional 
music to make Arcady one of 
Ireland’s most acclaimed Celtic 
bands. 


Fiddler Brendan Larrissey 
brings youthful freshness. 
Nicholas Quemener adds a 


dancing guitar accompaniment 
and a strong voice. Keyboardist 
Patsy Broderick expands 
Arcady’s sound with her ability 
to match the lead instruments, 
note for note. Conor Keane 
adds vibrant color on the 
accordion. Niamh (Neeve) 
Parsons brings a powerful and 
personal vocal style; her husky 
voice and knowing delivery are 
well-suited to the evocative 
lyrics of the ballads she sings. 


Together, these six musicians 
forge a powerful and 
propulsive Galway style, rich 
with the heartfelt emotions 
that have fueled Irish music for 
generations. 


Bajourou 


Mali has arguably the richest 
and most sophisticated musical 
heritage in all of Africa. 


Bajourou is a style of music 
unique to Mali. It’s Manding 
music, both traditional and 
modern, developed from the 
musical traditions of the Jalis — 
the hereditary musicians of the 
Manding people. But Bajourou 
is not just praise singing and 
oral heritage — it has a modern 
spirit, the spirit of youth. It’s 
the music you hear at 
weddings and parties, at 
market stalls and on the radio. 


Bajourou means big string or big 
tune. It’s a name borrowed 
from one of the tunings on the 
ngoni (a Mali lute) transposed 
for guitars. It’s usually played 
in duet or trio as an 
accompaniment for songs. 


Now that you have a sense of 
what Bajourou is, meet 
Bajourou the band: guitarists 
Jalimadi Tounkara and Bouba 
Sacko, and vocalist Lanfia 
Diabate. 


Lead player Jalimadi, is one of 
Mali’s most creative guitarists, 
at home in both traditional 
and pop styles. He comes from 
an illustrious family of Jalis. 
His early musical training was 
purely traditional, and in the 
1960s he began playing electric 
guitar in dance bands. 


Bouba is an astonishing 
improviser. He took up the 
guitar professionally at 14 and 
became a regular accompanist 
to Mali’s greatest female singer 
of the ’70s, Fanta Damba. 
Bouba is a highly versatile 
musician who also plays ngoni 
and kora. 








Bajourou 
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Lanfia is said to possess the 
most lyrical, melodic voice, 
ideal for bajourou, and rated 
one of the best in this style. 


Bajourou, according to one 
critic, is a “sort of Malian 
supertrio. Lanfia’s lyrical, 
incantatory vocals are matched 
by skittering, loose-limbed 
guitars that interweave 
swirling, frenzied runs. Their 
hypnotic, Arabic-blues 
tonalities should appeal to fans 
of Ali Farka Touré.” 


Barenaked Ladies 


Barenaked Ladies’ appeal was 
evident almost from the 
beginning, back in 1988 on 
Toronto’s burgeoning 
alternative music scene. 


In a musical world where

words such as eclectic, intelligent 
and uncompromising usually 
consign one to perpetual cult 
status, this band’s amazing 
popularity is somewhat surreal.

At 31, Brad Bayley is a 
songwriter whose body of work 
belies his years. Born in 
Grande Prairie and raised in 
Rocky Mountain House, Brad 
first came into the homes of 
radio listeners with Leaves on 
the Ground, a song that charted 
in Canada and Europe, and 
drew attention from both the 
press and recording industry. 


In 1991, Brad wrote and 
performed A Time to Care for 
the graduating nurses at Red 
Deer College. At the urging of 
George Blondheim, Brad also 
wrote and performed a song in 
the benefit concert for the 
Youth Emergency Shelter 
Society of Edmonton. Two 
years later, he released Leaves 
on the Ground on video. He

After some personnel changes, 
another album followed in 
1993. The band toured 
extensively in Europe, Australia 
and Canada, at one point 
opening for the Eurythmics. 


Moe and his band are now 
working on their fourth album. 
The new disc tentatively titled, 
Where’s the Bone? is expected to 
be released at the end of the 
summer. In the meantime, 
Moe is taking a break and 
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doing a solo appearance this 
weekend. 


The Blue Shadows 


The lifespan of modern music 
is maddeningly short. In the 
blink of an eye, today’s hot 
new sound becomes 
tomorrow’s news. Beneath all 
the glitz and glamor of the 
pop-rock-country hype 
machine is an undercurrent of 
music that pays no heed to the 
latest trend or fashion. It’s 
music that’s timeless, and it’s 
the kind of music played by 
the Blue Shadows. 


The band consists of Billy 
Cowsill, Jeffery Hatcher, 
Barry Muir and J.B. Johnson. 
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La Bottine Souriante 


There was a time when La 
Bottine Souriante was a group 
of spoon-slapping purveyors of 
old-time music that played 
only at “pig fairs and potato 
festivals,” according to bassist 
Regent Archambault. When it 
came to politics, they sang 
from the same song sheet as 
most of Quebec’s artists and 
supported the yes in the 1980 
referendum on independence. 


But judging from the band’s 
most recent album, things 
have changed. A four-part 
brass section sweeps the fiddles 
aside and a jazzy rhythm 
underlies the old standards. At 
times, the old standards sport 
new lyrics or unheard of 
rhythms provided by Haitian 
and Cuban musicians. 


It’s tempting to limit La 
Bottine Souriante to the 
allegory — so comforting to 
English Canada — of a new 
Quebec which realizes that the 
future is multi-ethnic and

multi-lingual. It’s more 
accurate, however, to put 
politics aside and simply 
recognize La Bottine Souriante 
as a brilliant band that has 
survived long enough to grow 
into a Canadian musical power 
house. 


In addition to bassist 
Archambault, La Bottine 
Souriante includes Denis 
Frechette on piano, accordion 
and flughel horn, Michel 


Bordeleau on mandolin and 
fiddle, Yves Lambert on 
harmonica and diatonic 
accordion, Martin Racine on 
fiddle and guitar, Jocelyn 
Lapointe on trumpet, Andre 
Verreault and Robert Ellis on 
trombones, and Jean Frechette 
on tenor sax.

The coming together of these 
two Alberta musicians can be 
described only as unique. In 
concert, their performance 
reflects a variety of musical 
styles accented with equal 
parts of humor and gravity. 


Best known for his ground- 
breaking romps with Scottish 
piper Alan MacLeod, Bill 
Bourne is a singer-songwriter 
with a solid grounding in roots 
music. Caught up in the folk 
boom of the 1960s, he began 
emulating the great bands of 
the era, but it wasn’t until he 
joined Scotland’s Tannahill 
Weavers that he earned 
recognition as a musician and 
wordsmith. His lyrical strength 
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is a family trait. As the great- 
grandson of Iceland’s poet 
laureate, Stefan G. Stefansson, 
Bourne has garnered a well- 
deserved reputation for his 
image-laden songs. 


Shannon Johnson took up the 
violin at the age of three, and 
five years later joined her 
family’s band to play 
traditional fiddle music. This 
experience is reflected in her 
spirited musical delivery. 


On stage and on record, 
Bourne and Johnson are 
dynamic and entertaining. 


Greg Brown 


Much of the appeal of urban 
folk music derives from a 
commitment to intimate and 
highly literate storytelling. 
Such a commitment is found 
in the songs of Greg Brown. 


His mother played electric 
guitar, his grandfather played 
banjo, and his father was a 
Holy Roller preacher in Iowa, 
where gospel music was a way 
of life. Greg Brown’s prolific 
and seasoned songwriting is 
based on this unusual 
combination of wanderlust 
and down-home roots. 


Greg embarked on his musical 
career at 18 in New York City, 
running hootenannies at the 
legendary Gerdes Folk City. A 
year later, he became a

ghostwriter for Buck Ram, 
founder of the Platters. 
Eventually he joined a band 
and toured the United States. 
But the pull of the Midwest 
was too strong, and he 
eventually returned to Iowa. 


Greg’s music — a rhythmical 
fusion of blues, rock, calypso 
and jazz — has attracted the 
attention of numerous 
performers, including Willie 
Nelson, Carlos Santana, Shawn 
Colvin and Mary Chapin 
Carpenter. 


Greg is a seasoned performer 
who keeps audiences nodding 
in recognition, whether he 
takes a wistful look at an 
idealistic jeans-and-workshirt 
youth or a provocative look at 
life in which most days are 
Tuesdays. Says the New York 
Times, Brown “has a knowing 
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way with everyday details,” 
and he conveys them with 
beauty and whimsy. 


Joining Greg is fellow Iowa 
resident and guitarist Bo 
Ramsey. 


Kevin Burke's 
Open House 


Open House defies 
expectations. The band 
consists of Irish fiddler Kevin 
Burke and three American 
compatriots: Paul Kotapish on 
guitar, cittern and mandolin; 
Mark Graham on harmonica, 
clarinet and humorous vocals; 
and dancer Sandy Silva who 
provides the band’s percussion 
and visual entertainment. 


Diverse? You bet. If Irish fiddle 
tunes aren’t enough for you, 
just wait for Mark Graham to 
sing one of the funniest songs 
you've ever heard. And, while 
the audience is watching 
fingers fly across fretboards or 
the bowing techniques of a 
master, a colorfully-clad Sandy 
Silva will interpret the music in 
whatever ethnic dance style 
suits the tunes. 


The trick for a band such as 
Kevin Burke’s Open House is 
getting all these musical styles 
to blend and, conjurors that 
they are, they pull it off like 
magic. A set with Open House 
includes music from Ireland,

Burning Spear 


In the reggae pantheon, 
Burning Spear (aka Winston 
Rodney) is one of the most 
monumental talents to grace a 
stage. His name stands next to 
Bob Marley, Peter Tosh, 
Desmond Dekker and Bunny 
Wailer. Spear has stayed at the 
forefront of reggae since he 
was first introduced to the 
Studio One label by Marley in 
1969. As a force for 
consciousness and truth, Spear 
has pushed reggae’s 
development forward, placing 
his beliefs where the world can 
hear and see them through 
some of reggae’s most 
memorable songs. Changing

What do you get when you 
bring together four great 
musicians whose musical 
backgrounds stretch from 
opera to rockabilly? A musical 
mix that defies categorization. 
So, for the lack of a label, you 
can call it Chesapeake and 
hope that the band’s name will 
be enough to provide the 
identity. 


Chesapeake has the acoustic 
music world — the original 
unplugged people — buzzing 
with excitement.

Rosco had a number of 
frustrating experiences 
following his initial success. 
For a time he seemed to have 
disappeared. In 1980, after 
years of dogged research and 
false leads, roots music writer 
and record collector Hank 
Davis located Gordon. It was 
Davis who handed Rosco the 
surprising news that he had 
achieved legendary status 
among R&B, blues and 
rockabilly fanatics in Europe 
and North America. Folks 
scoured garage sales and flea 
markets in search of rare, out- 
of-print Rosco Gordon 78s and

What can we tell you about 
Rickie Lee Jones? Not much — 
“The Duchess of Coolsville” 
remains a mystery despite the 
albums that followed the 1979 
debut that made her an 
overnight success. 
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It may be enough to know she 
writes some excellent songs, 
even if we — or Rickie, for that 
matter — can’t explain them. 
“My songs are pretty eclectic, 
and kind of ... there’s a jazz feel 
to it, not progressive jazz, but 
... on the other hand, the songs 
are written on an acoustic 
guitar and some of my music 
has got an R&B feel to it, and 
it’s real young, it’s kid, but it’s 
really sensitive in a lot of 
ways... wait, I’ll give it to you 
in colors: it’s very dark red and 
blacks and browns. That’s 
much better.” The way Rickie 
puts words together in 
numbers like Chuck E’s in Love, 
Easy Money, The Last Chance 
Texaco and Danny’s All-Star 
Joint is not at all usual, nor is 
the way she twists her voice 
around those words. She’s got 
an unusual range that can 
croak out a froggy baritone one 
minute and be up in soprano 
land two bars later, not to 
mention a real flair for 
emotional effects, odd twists of 
phrase and timing. 


Where did she come from? 
Chicago, originally, where she 
was born in 1954. She 
eventually drifted to Los 
Angeles where she started to 
perform, and caught the ears of 
the big label boys. The rest, as 
they say, is history.

Nearly eight years ago, Luann 
Kowalek found herself 
surrounded by the musicians 
and music that invaded an 
apartment block on 
Edmonton’s 112th Street 
(home of the infamous 
Sidetrack Cafe). It was there 
that she caught the bug that is 
defining her future as one of 
Canada’s finest young 
songwriters. 


Once she mastered basic 
songwriting and guitar, she 
formed Petticoat Junction, 
conceivably Edmonton’s first 
alternative all-girl band.

The way his fingers 
“fly along the guitar” leaves his 
audience breathless; his 
improvisations and his ability 
to play practically any style of 
music leaves even musicians in 
awe. At the heart of his 
performance is his unique 
musical style — a vibrant 
fusion of Latin jazz and 
classical rhythms that some 
call a fantasy of Latin strings. 


Born in Chile, Lopez moved to 
Winnipeg in 1979. Five years 
later he put down roots in 
Calgary and toured extensively 








as a soloist and performed with 
other musicians. He’s appeared 
at the Edmonton festival on 
several occasions; each time 
he’s simply captivated the 
audience. 


Jez Lowe and The Bad 
Pennies 


By the time Jez Lowe recorded 
his first album in 1980, he had 
already served a musical 
apprenticeship in the thriving 
folk festival circuit in his 
native England. Jez is best 
known as a songwriter, and 
many of his songs have been 
covered by established artists 
in the United States and 
Australia.

Members of the Nashville

Gene Libbea. 


Enright started playing 
bluegrass in the early ’70s, and 
for a time performed with the 
legendary Bela Fleck. O’Bryant 
was in his teens when he 
started picking on the banjo. 
He performed and recorded 
with Bill and James Monroe, 
and with Peter Rowan. Duncan 
started his musical career in 
California, but by 1985 he 
settled in Nashville, where he 
became a session musician. His 
fiddle has graced recordings by 
Vince Gill, Mark Knopfler, 
Dolly Parton, Nanci Griffith, 
John Prine and Ricky Skaggs. 
White, along with his brother 
Clarence, is one of the 
founders of the Kentucky 
Colonels, one of the most 
influential bands in the history 
of bluegrass.

Libbea began his musical career 
in 1969 and performed with 
many established Nashville 
artists before joining this 
bluegrass ensemble.

Prairie Oyster 


With the explosion of country 
music, it’s easy to forget that 
“not so long ago 10,000 
records was considered a major 
hit for a Canadian artist,” says 
Russell deCarle, lead singer 
and sometime songwriter for 
Prairie Oyster, one of the few 
homegrown country acts to 
add a zero to that figure and 
break the platinum barrier. 


DeCarle isn’t blowing his own 
horn; the down-to-earth 
frontman credits the band’s 
success to BMG Canada, the 
group’s label. “BMG Canada 
proved country records sell... 
BMG showed that the sky’s the 
limit if you work hard.” 


But it’s not the sky Prairie 
Oyster is aiming for - it’s the 


U.S. market. “You can only 
tour Canada so many times per 
year,” he says. “We'd like to 
play more in the States; we’d 
like to play more everywhere.” 


Nonetheless, the last few years 
have been pretty amazing for 
Prairie Oyster, says deCarle, 
who admits the group’s rise in 
fortunes was sparked by the 
1991 release of Everybody 
Knows. The breakthrough 
album produced several chart- 
topping singles and helped win 
the group a boat-load of 
awards, including two Junos - 
the band’s fourth and fifth - 
not to mention video airplay 
on TNN and CMT.

John Reischman 


Mandolin player John 
Reischman is recognized as 
one of the most innovative 
contemporary performers.

He is equally as adept and 
comfortable with swing, jazz 
and Latin music as he is with 
traditional bluegrass. 
Reischman was 17 when he 
started teaching himself the 
mandolin. Along the way, he 
was inspired by his admiration 
for such performers as David 
Grisman and his growing 
interest in jazz standards. It 
was the discovery of the gypsy- 
jazz swing of Djano Reinhardt, 
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Tracy Riley 


the swing mandolin of Jethro 
Burns, and the emotive playing 
of Bill Monroe that convinced 
John to stick with this stringed 
instrument. John will be joined 
by guitarist John Miller. 


Tracy Riley 


As Canadian musicians go, said 
a scribe, Tracy Riley is an 
enigma. The Montreal-born 
one-woman variety show is 
described as a powerful singer 
and musician. Her warmth and 
exuberance have captivated 
audiences wherever she’s 
performed during the 10 years 
she’s toured North America. 
From Yellowknife, where she 
makes her home, to Boston, 
Massachusetts, audiences have 
been smitten by this self- 
reliant and gutsy singer- 
songwriter. 


Sierra Maestra 


Combining elements of k.d. 
lang, Tracy Chapman and Bette 
Midler, the rambunctious 
guitar player says she had no 
choice but to make music her 
career. She’s tried doing other 
things, but she was so 
miserable that at one point her 
parents said “Maybe you 
should come back to music.” 


That was some years ago. Now, 
says the husky-voiced crooner, 
she’s happy to play and make 
sure her audience has a good 
time.

Sierra Maestra 


At the roots of the exciting and 
much loved array of Latin 


American salsa styles, son was 
the popular music of the 1920s 
and ’30s in Cuba. It is now 
enjoying a lively renaissance in 
the hands of the brilliant Sierra 
Maestra. The traditional lineup 
of vocals, trumpet, bongos, 
guiro (notched stick percussion 
scraper), guitar and tres (of the 
guitar family) is augmented by 
electric bass and a little extra 
percussion. Son is music of 
beguiling emotional resonance, 
taking in romantic boleros and 
rumbas and soaking the senses 
with propulsive polyrhythms 
and celebratory trumpet 
improvisations. 


Sierra Maestra was formed in 
1976 by nine students at the 
University of Havana. They 
have toured internationally 
since ’81, earning a reputation 
as the leading voice in the son 
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revival. Led by vocalist and tres 
player Juan Marcos Gonzales 
Cardenas, the band features 
Daniel Ramos Alayo on 
trumpet, Carlos Gonzales on 
bongos, Carlos Pisseaux on 
guiro, Alberto Valdes on 
maracas and vocals, Luis 
Bargaza on vocals, Jose 
Antonio Rodriguez on guitar 
and vocals, Eduardo Himely 
on bass and tumbadora, and 
Alejandro Suarez on clave and 
vocals. 


Silk Road 


Contrary to the old proverb, 
East and West have met. It 
happened along the ancient 
caravan route through China 
and Europe. The Silk Road, as 
it’s been called by historians, 
served as a cultural highway as 
well. 


The route is still there, but now 
Silk Road has taken a new 
form: it’s the monicker 
adopted by two Vancouver- 
based musicians who are using 
music to bridge their Chinese

heritage with contemporary 
culture. This unique cross- 
cultural exploration is led by 
Qiu Xia He (Chiu Sha) who 
plays the Pipa (a four-string 
tear drop lute that parallels the 
flamenco guitar in its dynamic 
range), and Shirley Yuan, who 
plays the violin-like erhu. 


Qui Xia He, a graduate from 
China’s Xian Academy of 
Music, is an accomplished 
performer who has won 


acclaim throughout the Pacific 
Rim. 


Shirley Yuan, who also studied 
in China, has performed in 
Beijing with ensembles and as 
a soloist. Since coming to 
Canada, she has combined her 
performing career with 
teaching music.

To fully understand an artist’s 
passion and commitment to 
music, look no further than Jo- 
El Sonnier (sawn-yea). Raised 
with an accordion at his side 
since the age of three, this 
Louisiana-born musician had 
barely entered his teens when 
he cut his first record. As a 
youth, he spent his weekends 
playing concerts and bars 
throughout southern Louisiana 
and east Texas. During this 
period, he met many of the 
Cajun music legends who 
continue to inspire him. 


By his early 20s Jo-El had 
firmly established himself as 
an entertainer, and it wasn’t 
long before he ended up in 
California. There the music 


community took the soft- 
spoken accordionist to their 
hearts. He struck up 
friendships with such 
celebrated musicians as The 
Band’s Garth Hudson, Albert 
Lee, David Lindley and Sneaky 
Pete, all of whom wanted to 
learn about Cajun music from 
an authentic source. Jamming 
and writing with these great 
musicians led to several new 
opportunities, including 
opening shows for Los Lobos 
and the Blasters. Through these 
associations Jo-El was also 
asked to take part in an Elvis 
Costello recording project 
which was designed to pay 
homage to several American 
musical folk idioms. The result 
was the King of America album. 


The next few years were quite 
an odyssey for Jo-El. He moved 
to Nashville and began 
building a reputation as both a 
session player and a budding 
songwriter. The road to success 
is not without twists and turns, 
of course, but Jo-El has been 
true to his Cajun roots. His 
music has remained upbeat 
and energetic, and his concerts 
are real crowd pleasers.

Few artists ever achieve the 
uplifting, poignant artistry of 
Pops Staples. During a 
recording career spanning five 
decades, as a solo artist and as 
leader of the legendary Staple 
Singers, Pops’ music has 
captured a sublime blend of 
melody and message, reflecting 
his style of quiet, seemingly 
effortless grace. 


Born in 1914, in Mississippi, 
Roebuck “Pops” Staples’ 
earliest exposure to music 
came from traditional, 
inspirational gospel music. At 
the age of 16, he began to fuse 
gospel with the blues. 


He formed the Staple Singers, 
which included son Pervis and 
daughters Mavis and Cleotha, 
to sing gospel hymns at home 
and in nearby churches. The 
family began performing in 
gospel caravans in the late ’40s 
and made their first recording 
in ’S3. Remarkably, Pops 
worked throughout this time at 


a series of regular jobs, at 
stockyards, construction sites 
and a steel mill, to support his 
family. It wasn’t until ’57, that 
Pops quit his job and the 
family began travelling and 
performing around the U.S. 
Gradually, the Staple Singers 
gathered legions of fans. 


During the ’60s, the Staple 
Singers moved from purely 
religious gospel to inspirational 
songs employing a broader 
message. As a result, the Staple 
Singers had an enormous 
following in the ’70s and a 
number of smash hits - I’ll Take 
You There, Respect Yourself, 
Heavy Makes You Happy, If 
You’re Ready (Come Go With 
Me). While the Staples Singers 
continued to enjoy success in 
the ’80s, Pops started to work 
on a solo career, performing at 
the 1985 Grammy Awards, 
acting in a David Byrne film 
and releasing a solo album. 


Today, Pops is still a prolific 
and dynamic figure on the 
international music scene. His

influence on new generations 
of musicians is underscored by 
the variety of artists enjoying 
success from covers and 
samples of the Staple Singers’ 
classic, I’ll Take You There.

Ali Farka Touré, say some 
critics, is the finest blues 
guitarist in West Africa. He’s 
also a powerful singer who 
successfully combines 
traditional Malian songs and 
rhythms with outside 
influences. His is a highly 
distinctive style which 
mesmerizes listeners around 
the world. 


In Mali, being a musician is 
something that’s inherited. 
Since Touré was born into a 
noble family, becoming a 
musician took fierce 
determination and 
independence. However, once 
his mind was made up, there 
was no stopping him. 


He says he was drawn to music

by its power and began to learn 
by playing various traditional 
instruments. In 1960, he saw 
Guinean guitarist Ketita 
Fodeba and was so moved that 
he took up the guitar. At the 
same time he was introduced 
to Black American music. 


Since then, Touré has adapted 
African and Western musical 
styles and has toured 
extensively. Touré introduced 
Oumou Sangare, who appeared 
at the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival last year, and other 
Malian artists to European 
audiences. Touré, in turn, came 
to the attention of various 
American roots artists. 


Accompanying Ali Farka Touré 
are Alpha Sankaré, Moussa 
Koné and Oumar Touré. 


Ry Cooder 


Ry Cooder is an adventurer 
who has travelled along many 
musical highways. His latest 
journey saw him joining forces 
with Malian blues legend, Ali 
Farka Touré, to produce Talking 
Timbuktu, a mesmerizing mix 
of African and Delta-blues 
stylings. The collaboration was 
a stunning success for both 
musicians. 


Ry captivated Edmonton’s 
festival goers in 1992, and the 
American guitar virtuoso will 
do it again this year with Ali 
Farka Touré. 


Ry, already a legend among 
musical giants, continues to 
seek new directions. He 
maintains that people “need to 
be surprised, because that’s 
when you really start listening, 
when you irritate the spinal 
column just right. The 
audience should have that 
experience where music gets 
down into your muscle fibre.” 
We're sure you'll be irritated in 
just the right way. 


The Voice Squad 


With no accompaniment, no 
trimmings, no distraction from 
the intensity and passion of 
their iron-bar voices, Phil 
Callery, Fran McPhail and 
Gerry Cullen have built upon 
the basic elements of Irish 
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songs to develop a powerful 
and highly distinctive 
approach to their native 
traditions. This has made the 
Voice Squad a trio of 
acknowledged masters of 
accompanied harmony 
singing. The Voice Squad is 
also in great demand for the 
melodic color they add to 
other musicians’ recordings, 
and, over the past few years, 
the trio have contributed to 
albums by the Chieftains, 
Dolores Keane, Liam O’Flynn, 
Jimmy McCarthy and Arcady. 


Junior Wells 


Junior Wells might have cut 
only a few first-class tracks for 
States Records by 1953, but his 
credentials and bravado were 
already evident. Just a few

years prior to that, Wells was 
hauled up in front of a 
Chicago judge in a dispute 
involving a partly-stolen, 
partly-paid-for harmonica. He 
played the instrument and the 
judge was so impressed that he 
paid the remaining dollar to its 
rightful owner, a pawnshop 
proprietor, and-dismissed the 
charge. Wells was 14 at the 
time. 


There’s no doubt Wells is the 
most charismatic and curious 
of the second generation of 
Chicago bluesmen. Sharp- 
dressed and sharp-tongued, 
he’s as notorious for rambling, 
drink-fuelled performances as 
for hard-edged gigs that 
combine his James Brown twist 
on the blues with a harmonica 
sound as richly verbal and 
mellow-toned as Little Walter’s. 





Junior Wells 


That is to say, when the 60- 
year-old Wells is on stage, he’s 
great. Wells can blow, choke 
and spit into a blues harp and 
make sounds other musicians 
have spent years trying to 
imitate. His style is based on 
first-hand knowledge of the 
entire preceding generation of 
harp blowers, including Little 
Walter and Big Walter Horton. 
In the early ’50s, Wells recorded 
a number of classic blues 
tunes, including Hoodoo Man. 


This intense blues harp player 
and singer is a consummate 
showman. He will take you up 
with searing licks and boogie, 
then take you down with gut- 
wrenching slow blues. With his 
ever-present hat and his slick 
style of dress, Junior Wells is 
truly one of the legends of the 
blues.

Rastafarian way of life. In fact, Rastafarians make 
up only 10 per cent of Jamaica’s population, yet 
they dominate the music scene. 


Folk music, whatever its strain — evolves with 
the people who make it. The music scene in 
Jamaica is no exception. 

The poet laureate of Rastafari, the late Bob 
Marley, was the leading light of The Wailers, the 
most important group Reggae has produced. The 
original Wailers - Bunny Wailer, Peter Tosh and 
Bob Marley — were among the driving forces in 
Jamaica’s evolution of music. From being “just 
another band,” they went on to lead the country 


Jamaica’s most popular folk music, Mento has 
many of the same elements as Reggae: wit, 
topical references and rebelliousness. Heavily 
influenced by Calypso, Mento was the dominant 
sound in Jamaica until the late 1940s, when 
radios became affordable for most people and an 
influx of North American musical styles — most 
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through Ska and Rock Steady and into Reggae. 
Bob Marley wrote some of his classic songs in 
the late ’60s, including Trenchtown Rock and 
Lively Up Yourself. 


In 1972, the Wailers signed with a big label — 
Island Records. In 1974, they became known as 
Bob Marley and The Wailers. Before Marley’s 
Wailers signed to Island Records, Reggae sold 
only singles and cheap compilation albums. 
Now for the first time a Reggae band had access 
to the best recording facilities and was allowed 
artistic control in the production of its music. 
The band moved from the minors to the big 
leagues. The band’s first disc, Catch a Fire, broke 
all the rules and, for Marley, it was just the start 
of a long climb to international recognition. 
Peter Tosh and Bunny Wailer eventually moved 
on to successful solo careers. In Marley’s case, 
the musical evolution became a revolution. 


That brings us to the two fabulous Reggae 
musicians we have at this year’s festival. Bob 
Marley first introduced Burning Spear, a.k.a. 
Winston Rodney, to Studio One in Jamaica in 
1969. Burning Spear burst onto the Reggae scene 
in the early ’70s and is still an influential 
performer. His early and lasting fame rests with 
two early albums Marcus Garvey and Garveys’ 
Ghost. Garvey, a man described as a prophet to 
Rastas, campaigned for Black unity and a return 
to Africa. Burning Spear remains true to his 


Reggae roots in his recent recordings for Island/ 
Mango — The World Should Know and Jah 
Kingdom. 


South Africa’s Lucky Dube began performing in 
the ’70s and became committed to Reggae in 
1984, modelling his sound after his hero, Peter 
Tosh. Easily Africa’s most successful Reggae 
artist, Lucky’s albums Slave and Prisoner have 
each sold over half a million copies in South 
Africa alone. Recently, Lucky was critically 
acclaimed by one of the most discriminating 
Reggae audiences in the world when he 
performed at Jamaica’s Sunsplash Reggae 
festival. 


Reggae today is popular throughout the world; 
Reggae bands can be seen and heard in Poland, 
New Zealand, Japan and all points in between. 
And the message is universal as well — truth, 
depth of feeling and a desire to affect social 
change. Reggae is now an international musical 
force.

With an all-star lineup of clients ranging from 
Edmonton’s Jazz City Festival to Jann Arden and 
Loreena McKennitt, it should come as no 
surprise that AllStar Show Industries also 
provides the excellent sound at the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival. And it’s been that way for 
most of the past 10 years. 


The production of the high quality audio service 
at the folk festival demands over $1 million 
worth of sound equipment. And it’s the main 
stage, which features 25 hours of concerts 
during the four- 
day festival, that 
uses a good 
portion of the 
company’s 
technical 
resources and 
expertise. 


Reaching the 
9,000-plus 
people attending 
each of the main 
stage concerts 
takes banks of 
speakers and a 
lot of power. The 
main stage is 
flanked by two 
large towers, 
each containing 
a cluster of 
Meyer speakers. 
These are high 
quality concert 





speakers favored by many major artists from the 
Grateful Dead to Luciano Pavarotti. Additional 
speakers are housed in three delay towers 
located part way up the hill. These help get the 
best possible coverage and quality of sound to 
the top of the hill. 


The sound mixing booth, housing a 40-channel 
Soundcraft mixing console, is where the overall 
volume level is set and where the music from all 
the different instruments and vocals is blended. 
Behind the controls, you'll find Clive Alcock or 
Kent Fraser from 
AllStar. They 
either control 
the mix or assist 
the artist’s 
personal sound 
engineer, should 
there be one. 


Another mixing 
console set up 
beside the stage 
controls the 
sound that feeds 
the wedge- 
shaped monitors 
lining the front 
of the stage. 
These monitors 
play back 
different 
instrumental 
and vocal 
balances to each 
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musician, allowing them to hear themselves and 
each other in correct proportions. The engineer 
controlling this equipment has a tough job 
keeping all the musicians happy; it takes a lot of 
skill. 


Operating all the high-tech equipment on site 
takes a large team of people. As many as 15 
sound technicians and engineers work alongside 
over 50 Stage crew 
volunteers setting up sound 
requirements for all the 
performers. Whether it’s a 
solo act or a 14-piece dance 
band, everything has to be 
just right, or valuable time 
is lost adjusting the 
equipment. 


“The demands are different 
from artist to artist,” says 
Clive Alcock, president of 
AllStar. “But everyone who 
walks on stage expects 
everything to be bang on 
every time.” 


The company is certainly 
doing its part to provide the 
performers and the patrons 
with the best sound 
possible. “Two years ago 





AllStar introduced the Meyer sound system,” 
says Alcock. “The Meyer system is incrediby 
clear and accurate. It has a large dynamic range, 
so it can handle the shifts in performances — 
from quiet to loud — without any problem. 
Anyone who heard the Joni Mitchell concert last 
year will know what I’m talking about.” 


“The sound people working at the festival are 
terrific,” adds Alcock. “They 
have the engineering skills 
and they know what to 
listen for. They think like 
musicians. And they do it 
all in a split second.” 


For festival producer Terry 
Wickham, AllStar “has top 
of the line equipment, great 
ears and a wonderful 
attitude. 


“I’m very happy with the 
sound,” says Terry. “It’s the 
best I’ve heard at any 
festival, and we constantly 
receive compliments on the 
sound from musicians. 


“AllStar is a big part of our 
success. I hope they'll be

Echoes of Edmonton’s past

Over the past 15 years, Gallagher Park has come 
alive with music. Thousands of people have 
braved sun and rain to reunite with old friends, 
meet new ones and take in the incredible music 
workshops and concerts this festival offers. The 
festivities provide folks with many fond 
memories, yet all the stories of the past 15 
summers are just a glimpse of the history that’s 
been witnessed from this hill. 


Music and camaraderie draws people to 
Gallagher Park every August, but it was the lure 
of land, money and gold which attracted 
explorers, traders and settlers to this area. Cree 
of the woodland areas, and Blackfoot from the 
southern plains traded with the Hudson's Bay 
Company at Fort Edmonton. 


Once known as Clover’s Flats, the area just west 
of the bottom of the hill was named after Tom 
Clover. A teacher by profession, Clover was one 
of the first men to prospect for gold along the 
shores of the North Saskatchewan River. The 
work paid off for Clover and the hundreds of 
others who panned the river; during the era 
when men were in the grips of gold-rush fever, 
the riverbed yielded more than $3 million in 
gold. 


Once known as Grassy Hill, Gallagher Park was 
named after Claude Gallagher, who 


homesteaded the site at the turn of the century. 
Gallagher served as mayor of Edmonton in 
1896, and in 1957, the City of Edmonton 
honored his achievements by officially naming 
the area Gallagher Park. 


People have been coming to this hillside in both 
summer and winter for years. In December 1911, 
eight members of the Sons of Norway founded 
the Edmonton Ski Club, and just two years later 
they built a 70-foot, world-class ski jump on 
Connors Hill. At the height of the First World 
War, 6,000 spectators gathered here for a 
western ski tournament. 


In the winter months, Edmontonians would also 
turn to horseracing on the river. Horses raced 
from the Dawson Bridge to the Low Level 
Bridge, pulling cutters in their wake. Drivers had 
to wear colored silk hats so they could been seen 
at a distance. After rounding the Riverdale bend, 
horses would stop at the landing and cool down 
in a huge circus tent, which was warmed by a 
coal stove. 


Just up the river from Gallagher Park, spectators 
were drawn to Edmonton’s fairgrounds at what 
is now the John Ducey Ball Park. On September 
1, 1905, the fairgrounds were alive with 
excitement. It was Inauguration Day, the day 
Alberta became a province and Edmonton its 
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capital city. Festivities included a parade which 
led 12,000 people down McDougall Hill to the 
fairgrounds, where Sir Wilfred Laurier and other 
politicians made speeches. Tommy Irvine and 
his crew started the festivities off with a 21-gun 
salute. 


The parade travelled past Donald Ross’s farm 
and Edmonton’s first hotel, both of which were 
located at the bottom of the McDougall Hill in 
Rossdale. The Edmonton Hotel, built by Ross in 
1876, was the last refreshment stop for teamsters 
before they climbed the hill. In the Rossdale 
woods, Ross’s children used to dig up tiger lily 
bulbs. In the summer of 1885, Donald Ross Jr. 
dug up 2,000 bulbs and shipped them to Luther 
Burbank in California. Rossdale is where you'll 
find the folk festival office today. 


Across the river from the fairgrounds was where 
John Walter set up his home and businesses. In 
1875 he left the Hudson Bay Company to start 
his own boating business, which expanded to 
include a river ferry business, coal mining, the 
first telegraph office, and the first sawmill in 
Edmonton.

Highland music has long been a part of 
Edmonton’s culture. New Year’s Eve especially 
had a strong Gaelic flavor. Colin Fraser, a 
professional Highland piper, used to snowshoe 
50 to 150 miles just to pipe in every New Year at 
Fort Edmonton! 


Sitting atop Gallagher Hill overlooking the 
spectacular skyline of Edmonton’s downtown, 
one cannot help but be impressed with how 
much the city has grown since 1903 when the 
western edge of the city stopped at 103 Street. If 
you listen closely you can still hear Mr. Raymer, 
Edmonton’s first jeweler and the city’s leading 
tenor, singing at Edmonton’s first piano in Scott 
Robertson’s parlor. 


At the turn of the century, it was at Robertson’s 
Hall where you could hear the sounds of 
Edmonton’s favorite fiddler, Larry Garneau, 
and the greatest tin whistle player around, Jack 
the Whistler. Sheriff Robertson built the hall 
above his wholesale business in 1893. The 
combination opera house and hall — was the 
place to be for a night out on the town. Dances 
lasted until 3 a.m. or even sunrise. Precariously 
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located on a cliff, 4 
between 95 and 96 = 
Street, some ' 
musicians were 
nervous about 
playing at 
Robertson’s. The 
performers’ fire 
escape was a 
hatchway at the 
back of the stage. 
The hatch opened to 
an iron ladder nailed 
to the outside wall 
which led to a steep 
path. From there, it 
was 200 feet, 
straight down the cliff. No one could say 
Robertson’s Hall lacked atmosphere. 


On Saturday nights in the early 1900s, railroad 
workers and lumberjacks would take the ferry 
and sing songs such as Sweet Adeline. Back then, 
the toast of the town was Jessie Cameron. She 
was often invited to sing on the deck of the 
steamers docked at Fraser’s Mill on Riverdale 
Flat. 


Festivals in Edmonton may find their roots in 
Alberta’s first regional music festival, held May 
8, 1908. One hundred musicians came from 
across the province to the All Saint’s Cathedral 
and Separate School Hall. The festival’s finale 
included a concert at the Thistle Rink behind 
the King Edward Hotel with a chorus of 200 and 
an orchestra of 40 musicians. 


The most striking element of Edmonton’s 
downtown skyline is the Macdonald Hotel. The 
Mac was built in 1915 and hosted supper dances 
on Saturday nights. Morris Two Gun Cohen 
operated a gambling den on the seventh floor of 
the hotel, a place where the police apparently

never thought to look. Cohen also liked to hang 
out at Lewis Brothers’ Cafe, a restaurant-turned- 
club at night (on First Street). The Lewis 
Brothers’ Cafe also saw the likes of the notorious 
gangsters Baby Face Nelson (Lester Gillis) and 
John Dillinger come through its doors. 


Edmonton’s history is rich in song and story. 
Gallagher Park today continues to echo the 
spirit of music and adventure that has prevailed 
over the past 200 years.

E, ach spring the York boat brigades left Fort Edmonton to travel to York Factory 
on the Hudson’s Bay. The journey would take at least four weeks. 





The York boats carried supplies and mail, but the main cargo was the furs that had 
been collected over the winter. These furs were destined for England. 


The mail and furs from the forts and posts were loaded on ships at York Factory. 
The ships sailed through Hudson’s Strait, across the Atlantic Ocean, past the 
Orkney Islands, to Gravesend on the Thames River in England. The only contact 
the fort residents had with the outside world came by boat. 


To begin your adventure, start at Fort Edmonton. You must successfully navigate 
through the maze to reach York Factory. You must pass by all the forts and posts 
enroute. All the forts and posts are flying a Hudson’s Bay flag, so they are easy to 
find. Good luck!
